WILL CONTEST CALDWELL’S SEAT. 


The Sangamon County Democratic Senator- 
Elect Charged with Bribery. 
Sprinariztp, III., Dec: 24.—[Special.]— 


Notice was served this afternoon upon Ben F. 


Caldwell, the Democratic Senator-elect from 
Sangamon County, of intention to contest his 
election at the coming session of the Senate. 
The notice was signed by Alexander Moore, a 
qualified voter of this city, and sets forth the 
points upon which the contest will be based, 
as follows: 

First—That you have knowingly and intention- 
ally paid and contributed money to be used by 
yourself and others to bribe voters and to influ- 
ence them, directly and indirectly, in the casting 
of their votes at the election at which you claim 
to have been elected to fill the office. aforesaid, 

Second—Lhat you have knowingly and inten- 
tionally promised to pay money for the use and 
benefit of persons entitled to vote at such elec- 
tion, and who did so vote for the purpose and 
with the intent to influence them, directly and in- 
directly, in the casting of their votes at the elec- 
tion at which you claim to have been elected to 
fill the office of State Senator as aforesaid. 

Third—That you have knowingly and intention- 
ally promised to persons entitled to vote at said 
election, and who did so vote, thatif elected to 
the office of State Senator at the election afore? 
said you would secure for them or use your infiu- 
ence to secure for them an office or public posi- 
tion in the organization of the General Assembly 
aforesaid. 

The evidence to be presented in support of 
this contest has not been disclosed, but it was 
well understood during the campaign that Mr. 
Caldwell was alarmed for fear he would be 
deféated, and that in consequence he spent 
money liberally both in the city and through- 
out the county. Many stories are in circula- 
tion concerning liberal offers he is said to have 
made to anumiber of the act:ve Republican 
ward-workers in the hope of securing their 
support. During the campaign an affidavit 
was published, which was made by a member 
of the Republican County Central Committee 
and an employé at the State-House who was 
one of the stanchest supporters of Caldwell’s 
Republican opponent for the Senate, stating 
that Caldwell had called on him at the State- 
House and solicited his support, plainly inti- 
mating to him that it would be to his financial 
advantage to desert his own candidate and 
work for Caldwell. 

Another story published during the cam- 
paign and not denied furnished an interesting 
illustration of Banker Cald well's liberality in 
his anxious endeavors to smooth his pathway 
to the Senate. This was to the effect that one 
of the leading sporting men of this city, who 
is a power in local Democratic politics, was so 
much inclined to oppose Caldwell’s election 
for personal reasons that he was induced to 
accept $400 or $500 for the purpose of defray- 
ing the expenses of a trip to Europe with the 
understanding that it should be so timed as to 
insure his absence from the city during the 
heat of the campaign and until after the elec- 
tion. Whatever the facts may be it is certain 
that the trip was thus made. Various in- 
stances have also been mentioned in which 
Republican ward-workers are said to have 
been offered suns ranging from $20 to $50 
as a consideration for supporting Mr. Cald- 
well, and it is supposed to be the intention to 
bring to light some of these transactions as a 


reason for unseating him.

PRESIDENT HARRISON SIGNS THE 
WORLD'S FAIR PROCLAMATION.

The Text ot the Document—Invitation to 
All the World to Take Part in the Ex- 
position—Mr. Bilaine’s Work on the 
Paper—Changes and Erasures Made by 
the Secretary of State—Ferd Peck’s 
Christmas Present of a Pen. 

Wasuinetos, D. C., Dec. 24.—[ Special. 
President Harrison’s Christmas present to 
Chicago came out in time for Christmas Eve. 
This is the old-tashioned way. 

Last evening the President sent word to the 
State Department that he would like to have 
the World's Fair proclamation drawn up in 
time for him to sign today. This morning 
Secretary Butterworth dropped into Mr. 
Blaine’s house to see the Secretary of State 
about the matter. Together they went over 
to the department where the rough draft in 
the hanawriting of aclerk was ready. This 
had to some alterations which Secre- 
tary Blaine made with his own hand. There 
were also a good many erasures. These 
erasures shortened the document consider- 
ably. They were made because it was decided 
that the attempt to include a variety of topics 
in the proclamation would not add to its 
Symmetry as a state paper. Finally it wascom- 
pleted and a clean, type-written copy was 
made,.to which the great seal of the State De- 
partment was affixed. The paper was then 
taken to the White House for the President’s 
signature. This duty was performed by Chief 


Clerk Sevellon Brown. He reached the E- 


ecutive Mansion about 1:80 o’clock, just as 
the President had finished the regular Wednes- 
day reception. In the President’s library at 
the time were Secretary Proctor and Private 
Secretary Halford. Gen. Harrison ran his eye 
rapidly over the proclamation, remarked that 
it seemed to cover all the necessary points, 
and would give a good deal of joy in Chicago 
tonight. Then he wrote “ Benj. Harrison.” 

The document was then taken by Mr. Brown 
over to Secretary Blaine’s house, where the 
Secretary countersigned it as Secretary of 
State. As the party in the library was break- 
ing up President Harrison zalled Mr. Halford 
back, saying: 

„ wonder if Mr. Peck would not like to 


have the pen with which I signed? He has 


earned it if anybody has.” 

„think he would be. gratified to receive 
it, replied Mr. Halford. Thereupon the 
President handed the pen, which was an or- 
dinary sharp pointed steel one, over to his 
private secretary to be sent to Director Peck 
as a souvenir. A pleasant little note accom- 
panies it. 

The proclamation being out the main duties 
of the National Government in connection 
with the Fair will now devolve upon the State 
Department. The Foreign Ministers in Wash- 
ington will all receive copies of it accompa- 
nied by all the formalities which mark inter- 
course among nations. They will transmit 
the information received to their respective 
Governments. which thus have the first official 
assurance that the Columbian Exposition is to 
be held in Chicago in 1898. This official in- 
formation will be made public through the 
usual channels. The diplomatic and consular 
representatives of the United States will also 
receive copies of the proclamation from the 
State Department together with instructions 
regarding foreign exhibits and other matters 
relating to the Fair. 

The proclamation is as follows: 

By the President of the United States of Amer- 
ca. 
, A PROCLAMATION. 

Wuerras, Satisfactory proof has been pre 
sented to me that provision has been made for ad- 
equate grounds and buildings for the uses of the 
World's Columbian Exposition, and that a sum 
not less than $10,000,000, to be used and expended 
for the purposes of said Exposition, has been pro 
vided in accordance with the conditions and re- 
quirements of Sec. 10 of an act entitled. An act 
to provide for celebrating the 400th anniversary 
of the discovery of America by Christopher Co- 
lumbus, by holding an International Exhibition of 
arts, industries, manufactures, und the products 
of the soil, mine, and sea, in the City of Chicago, 
in the State of Illinois,“ approved April 25, 1890, 

Now, therefore, I, Benjamin Harrison, President 
of the United States, by virtue of the authority 
vested in me by said act, do hereby declare and 
proclaim that such International Exhibition will 
be opened on the first day of May, in the year 
eighteen hundred and ninety-three, in the City 
of Chicago, in the State of Illinois. and will not 
be closed before the last Thursday in October of 
the same year, andin the name of the Govern- 
ment and of the people of the United States, I do 
hereby invite all the nations of the earth to take 
part in an event that is preéminentin human his- 


tory and of lasting interest to mankind, by ap- 


pointing representatives thereto, and sending 
such exhibits to the World’s Columbian Exposi- 
tion as will most fitly and fully illustrate their 
resources, their industries, and their progress in 
civilization: 

In testimony whereof I have hereunto set my 
hand and caused the seal of the United States to 
be affixed. 

Done in the City of Washington this twenty- 
fourth day of December, one thousand eight 
hundred and ninety, and in the independence 
the one hundred and fifteenth.

Secretary Butterworth’s Views, 


Representative Butterworth is in a happy 
frame of mind tonight, now that the proclama- 
tion has been issued announcing to the world 
that Chicago had complied with all require- 
ments and that the Exposition will be held 
there in 1893. In speaking to a reporter to- 
night of the Fair and its prospects Mr. Butter- 
worth said that everything was booming and 
the Exposition would be one of the greatest 
that have ever been held in the history of the 
world. 

Speaking of the President’s delay in issuing 
his proclamation Mr. Butterworth said it was 
in nowise due to any omission on the part of 
the directory in making its declaration. Not 
anticipating the technical nicety with regard 
to the matter they had mercly failed to bring 
foward some papers and statements which the 
President thought necessary before he felt 
authorized to act. The delay was not due to 
any failure to comply with the law, for all the 
legal requirements had been met. Now that 
the proclamation had been issued Mr. Butter- 
worth said a copy would be delivered to the 
representatives of foreign nations accompanied 
with a statement containing all the informa- 
tion necessary to a complete understanding of 
the regulations concerning the Fair. Mr. 
Butterworth was particularly enthusiastic with 
réference to the proposed world’s conferences 
that is to be held in connection with the Ex- 
position. He regarded these as among the 
most important features of the Exposition, 
dealing as he said not with material things 
but with men and ideas rather than with 
things. Questions of finance, economics, so- 
cial questions, and others kindred to them 
would be considered by men from all parts 
of the world who were most competent to dis- 
cuss the matters involved. 

Speaking generally of the prospects of the

SAYS THE LAW Is UNCONSTITUTIONAL. 


Pennsylvania Has No Right to Forbid the 
Sale of Oleomargarine. 

Puiiapeputi, Pa., Dec. 2. In the case of 
The Commonwealth vs. George Paul (Phila- 
delphia agent of Braun & Fitts of Chicago, 
‘manufacturers of oleom e), as to whom 
a special verdict by agreement of counsel was 
rendered for selling o rgarine, Judge 
Reed today delivered a on in which he 
holds that the State law forbidding the sale of 
oleomargarine in the packages as originally 
imported from another State is unconstitu- 
tional. J udge Reed, after an extended opin- 
ion, sums up his conclusio follows : 

First—The right of the: to enact police 
laws, at least when such laws prohibit the sale of 
articles which, without prohibition, would be 
legitimate subjects of commercial . intercourse, is 
subordinate to the power of the United States to 
regulate commerce between the States. 

Second—Thte right to sell in the original pack- 
age goods imported from other States, if the 
latter are merchantable and legitimate -subjects 
of trade and commerce, is guaranteed by the 
United States, and though: itcan be regtllated it 
cannot be prohibited by any State. 

Third—The United Stutes has the paramount 
right to declare what goods are .merchantable 
and what regulations of their sale are reasonable. 

Fourth—By an act of Congress the United 
States has declared oleomargarine to be a mer- 
chantable article and bas regulated its sale. 

Fifth—The act ofthe Assembly of Pennsylvania 
of May 21, 1885, does not regulate but prohibits the 
sale of oleomargarine; therefore such act cannot 
apply to the goods described in the special ver- 
2 and the defendant is not guilty as he stands 


MICHIGAN’S TW0-CENT FARE LAW VALID. 


The Constitutionality of the Act Upheld by 
the State Supreme Court. 

Lanstna, Mtch., Dec. 24.—[Special.]—The 
Supreme Court has decided that the 2-cent 
fare law enacted by the last Legislature, and 
which has been unanimously disregarded by 
all the railroads operating under its provisions, 
is valid and must be.enforced. The law pro- 
vided for asliding scale of passenger rates. 
Roads earning less than $2,000 per mile gross 
were allowed to charge 3 cents as heretofore. 
Roads earning over $2,000 and less than $3,000 
were required to carry passengers at 2 cents 
per mile, and roads earning over $3,000 were 
cut down to 2 cents per mile. Under the law 
the Chicago and Grand Trunk was one of the 
roads required to make a 2-cent rate, and this 
company brought a test case to the S 
Court on the ground that the sliding ar- 
rangement was unconstitutional. The court

RECENT BACTERIOLOGICAL DISCOVERIES. 

It is a feature of scientific evolution that one 
great discovery nearly always develops other 
discoveries on the same lines, The explora- 
tions of Dr. Koch in the regions of bacteriolo- 
gy and his determined effort to discover and 
destroy the bacillus, which he holds to be re- 
sponsible for-tuberculosis and other diseases, 


have inspired others to make similar quests, 


and from all sides come reports of progress. 
Scientists think they are on the track of the 
bagilli which cause diphtheria, tetanus, cer- 


tain virulent fevers, and cancer. Starting upon 


the same basis as Dr. Koch—that is, making 
bacteriology their objective point—two skillful 
operators in Detroit, Drs. Shurly and Gibbes, 
have pursued their investigations in the same 
direction, but have arrived at different results. 
They have decided that tuberculosis and con- 
sumption are not one and the same disease, 
but two distinct diseases, caused by some un- 
known poison in the blood, Instead of be- 
lieving, like Dr. Koch, that consumption is 
caused by bacilli which have obtained a iodg- 
ment in the tissues, they bold that some sub- 
stance circulating in the blood causes the 
growth of tubercles and that the 
diseased tissues produce the bacilli, 
just as decaying vegetable matter 
breeds parasites—in other words, death pro- 
ducing life. Instead of aremedy to destroy 
the diseased tissue and starve out the bacilli 
they apply their remedy to modify nutrition 
and get rid of the tissues. They shrewdly 
argue if bacilli are the cause of the disease 
why are they not present at the start? All 
their experiments show they are not, and that 
they are the results or concomitants, not the 
causes, of disease. Which of the two is right 
it is not for alaymantosay. Time only can 
tell, and thus tar the experiments of the Detroit 
physicians are as encouraging as those of Dr. 
Koch. Evenif both lymphs shall cure, the 
advantage will be with the American, as it has 
no secret about it or mysterious formula, and 
it is cheap and will be made public at the 
proper time so far as the code of the profes- 
sion allows. Whichever may be right, the 
cheering fact remains that the medical sci- 
entists of prominence the world over are 
working on the same lines. They are all in 
the bacteriological camp and are send ing out 
their forces, armed it may be with different 
weapons, but operafing against a common 
enemy. It begins to look as if medical sci- 
ence were no longer merely tentative and 
groping in the dark, led by blind chance, but 
were about to find a sure foundation from 
which to operate with some degree of certain- 
ty against its ancient enemies, death and dis- 
ease. It begins to look as if man would yet 
find the way to live out his appointed days, to 
die at last by the processes of old age, as nat- 
ure intended, and as if science would find the 
way to abate the scourges which have afflicted 
him so long. Life will be worth living yet. 


CANADIAN RECIPROCITY FOLLY. 

A correspondent of the New York World 
has been interviewing members of the Cana- 
dian Cabinet upon the subject of reciprocity, 
with the result of discovering that they have 
not advanced in their ideas in the last thirty- 
six years. In other words, they still are clam- 
oring for reciprocity upon the lines of the 
thoroughly unsatisfactory treaty of 1854, which 
this Government has notified them over and 
over again it cannot and will not accept. Mr. 


Tupper, Minister of Marine and Fisheries, in | 


his interview said: 

The fact is, as history will show, that we have 
always been most anxious to enter into a fair and 
broad treaty of reciprocity with our neighbors 
across the border. We, like themselves, have in- 
fant industries that must necessarily for a time 
be fostered, but on a broad principle of reciproci- 
ty in natural products somewhat similar to the 
treaty of 1854, amending in some instances and 
extending in others. The principles of that treaty 
afford a fairer basis of any new arrangement that 
might be entered into between the two countries 
than could hardly be otherwise reached. 

Mr. Bowell, Minister of Customs, also be- 
lieves in reciprocity on the lines of the treaty 
of 1854, and said: We are modest in our 
aspirations and would gladly accept any pro- 
posals for the exchange of natural products 
with the United States on a reciprocal basis, 
meaning thereby reciprocity of the 1854 kind. 
These interviews represent the sentiment of the 
Tory Government as opposed to the sentiment 
of the Liberals, who are largely in favor of 
unrestricted trade. The issue made by the 
Canadian Government therefore is whether 
this Government will accept a one-sided 
measure of reciprocity based upon the lines of 
the treaty of 1854. Under that treaty no Amer- 

jean mannfactures were admitted duty free 
into Canada. Their raw material passed into 
this country free and our manufactures going 
into Canada were taxed. The treaty of 1854 
provided that the following articles, and these 
alone, should be admitted into each country

RELIEF FOR THE SUPREME COURT. 

It is stated by Chicago Representatives that 
it is not unlikely that the bill to relieve the 
Supreme Court by the appointment of more 
Citcuit Court Judges and the cteation of Ap- 
pellate Courts with final jurisdiction in certain 
classes of cases will fail to pass. Should this 
be the case, and ali the time that has been 
spent on the subject by the present Congress 
be wasted, it would be a calamity. 

The House has passed a bill which is an un- 
exceptionable one. It will relieve the Su- 
preme Court, be of the greatest possible bene- 
fit to private litigants, and will expedite the 
decision of questions of grave interest to the 
public as a whole. This bill was sent to the 
| Senate at the last session. That body, instead 
of passing it then, as it should have done, loft 
it in the hands of the Judiciary Committee, 
which has done the best it can to injure it by 
the insertion of some mischievous amend- 
ments which embody the whims and notions 
of Senator Evarts. 

The House bill did away with the old but 
doubtless unconstitutional provision requiring 
the Supreme Court Justices to travel circuit. 
One of Mr. Evarts’ amendments restores it. 
Mr. Evarts is of the opinion that the Judges— 
who have enough to do at Washington to oc- 
cupy their entire time—should travel up and 
down on the face of the earth, because Mr. 
Webster, half a century or mord ago, before 
the days of railroads, newspapers, and the 
general dissemination of intelligence, said it 
was a good idea, since it enabled the people to 
know something about thcir chief Federal law 
expounders. Were Mr. Webster alive today, 
and were he familiar with the size of the Su- 
preme Court as compared with what it was 
when he practiced before that body, he would 
be the first to insist that the Judges should not 
be required to hold court outside of the Na- 
tional Capital. 

Yet it is possible that the Senate will agree 
to this amendment of Mr. Evarts, which re- 
duces the proposea number of new Circuit 
Court Judges and makes the Supreme Court 
Justices members of the Appellate Courts. It 
will doubtless agree to other amendments 
which are in the interest of lawyers and against 
that ofclients. There are several selfish, grasp- 
ing old owls in the Senate who sympathize 
with the wretched schemes of Evarts, and 
| there are others who, while not governed by 
such motives, are under the yoke of *‘ Senato- 
rial courtesy and believe that that requires 
them to do whatever the New York Senator 
may ask for as a personal favor. 

Is there not enough new blood in the Senate, 
are there not enough progressive and broad- 
viewed Senators from the newly-admitted 
States, to rise up in revolt against “‘ Senatorial 
courtesy ”’ and to say that it will have to take 
a back seat when it stands in the way of a 
measure the passage of which has been de- 
manded long by the people? If action is not 
taken at the present session it is impossible to 
tell when anything will be done. The next 
House will be Democratic and the Senate Re- 
publicau, and politics may interfere with the 
passage of a bill. Therefore if the Senators 
are in earnest in their expressed desire to re- 
lieve the Supreme Court they should give Mr. 
Evarts and his whims the cold shoulder and 
pass the excellent House measure,

sentatives thereto and sending such exhibits to 
the World's Columbian Exposition as will most 
fitly and fully illustrate their resources, their in- 
dustries, and their progress in civilization. 

Therefore Chicago is committed irrevocably 
to the Fair, and if there is.any man who 
wanted it to back out he must see it is too 
late to do so now. The nations of the earth 
have been notified officially of what is to take 
place in Chicago, and their eyes will be on the 
city from this time on. What they will see 
will be a spectacle of remarkable energy and 
activity. From this time on all connected 
with the World’s Fair will work for its success 
with unfaltering zeal, and the result will be an 
Exposition which will inspire the Nation with 
pride and fill e eb with amazement and 


envy.

An important meet ot the Board of 
Directors of the North British railway com- 
pany has been held. After the meeting ad- 

urned it was announced that the company 

determined to prosecute the strikers to 
the fullest extent of the law. No trouble or 
expense, it is added, will be spared by the 
company in its efforts to obtain redress for 
what is cl as an unwarranted interfer- 
ence with its business. The North British 
directors have also resolved to completely 
close their railroad lines rather than yield to 
the strikers’ demands. 

The strikers have been considerably en- 
raged by the announcement made today that 
the railroad officials refuse to pay the strikers 
any portion of the wages which may now be 
due them. This action, according to the rail- 
road. officials, is taken on legal advice pending 
a decision from the courts as to the validity of 
the contracts existing between the company 
and its employés. This step is generally 

as being a most arbitrary proceeding 
on the part of the railroad authorities, and is 
also said to be probably an illegal one. In 
any case the step taken greatly increases pub- 
lic sympathy for the strikers. It is also 
thought that this action on the part of the 
railroad companies may excite the strikers to 
deeds of violence. : 

The Northeastern railroad company Board 
of Directors has also had a meeting. It is un- 
derstood that these directors are trying to ar- 
range for a conference between themselves 
and a committee representing the strikers in 
the hope that some rr may be ar- 
rived at between them by which the strike 
can be terminated so far as the Northeastern 
road is concerned. 

The North British company has entirely 
closed its underground station here, and it is 
understood it will remain closed till the dis- 
pute with the strikers is settled. Placards an- 
nouncing that promotion and advanced pay 
await ihe men who are loyal to the company 
and setting forth an offer to reinstate the 
strikers in their old tions are con- 
spicuously, The strikers, however, maintain 
@ defiant attitude. 2 hired à number of 
brass bands today and paraded the streets. 

The Leith and Edinburg local line has been 
closed. Pussenger traffic is irregular on main 
lines anc freights are at a standstill. Only 
one-fourth of the usual amount of Christmas- 
Eve freight business is being done, and the 
loss to the railway companies will be enor- 
mous. At various mass-meetings which the 
strikers held tonight they resolved to stand 
firm.

It is hig angerous, and during 
the ten days I was in Berlin three patients on 
whom it was tried died. re was one case 
of lupus or tuberculosis of the skin, which is 
unusual in America, but frequent in Germany, 
which Dr. Koch prono cured, but which 
broke out again. 

There is the greatest furor in Europe over 
Dr. Koch’s discovery. Every steamer from 
this side of the Atlantic is loaded down with 
invalids seeking treatment. This can be ob- 
tained only at the hospitals and they are over- 
cro The physicians of Berlin gener- 
ally can’t get it to administer. Dr. 
Leyden has treated a at many, but 
thus far hasn’t had a cure, although Dr. Koch 
says a cure can be effected in forty-six weeks. 
The bulk of the cases are treated at the Charité 
Hospital, under Dr. Koch’s supervision. It is 
impossible to get access to the doctor; so many 
people are seeking him that he makes himself 
exceedingly scarce. It needs all sorts of ex- 
pedients to secure an interview. I applied to 
old teachers of mine under whom I had 
studied there, but they said they could do 
nothing. I did manage to get into his house 
and sat in his chair, but that was the nearest I 
got to him.. Dr. Loomis, with all his creden- 
tials, after four or five days’ effort secured an 
interview which he said lasted ten seconds. 

Pr. von 2 holds clinics and is en- 
thusiastic over the results, though his reports 
show the results of treatment before it is fin- 
ished.

NO PENSIONS FOR DESERTERS. 


Only the Honorably Discharged Soldiers 
Should Have Any. 

Veteran writes to the New York Herald 

of Dec. 28: 

In its laudable fight for honest and proper 
administration of the pension affairs of the 
Nation the Herald does not appear to “ catch 
on to the real merits of the case. 

The total number of individual soldiers in the 
late war was 2,259,209, of whom about 330,000 
were killed or died in the field. Among these 
patriots 776,829 had to be drafted in order to 
secure their services and many hundreds of 
thousands more were only tempted to serve 
their country by the most extravagant system 


of bounties ever heard of. 
But, most serious of all, the records of the 


War Department show 508,494 desertions, a 


humiliating fact that among the grand army 
of freemen who were engaged in the defense of 
a most sacred principle one man out of every 
four deemed it no disgrace to desert the flag, 
Nation, and his comrades in the hour of the 
greatest need. 

Some of them went home after Appomat- 
tox, and were only technically deserters prob- 
ably, but this number would fall far short of 
50,000, leaving at least 460,000 who were actual 
deserters. ey had not then, nor have they 
now, any re for an oath, and these are the 
men who swear to anything necessary in order 
to secure a pension. far from — 
one they should not now be entitled to the 
privilege of citizenship. But every one 
of them can be upon to swear 
through an application; and suppose the aver- 
age amount be only $8 per month the total 
will be $44,160,000 per annum, and not a dollar 
of which any one of these scoundrels is enti- 
tled to. It is safe to say that most of these 
men are already on the pension rolls, and if 
the law provided that only those who were 
honorably dischar after faithful service 
should be enfitled to a pension the amount 
now paid would probably be reduced by near- 
ly $30,000,000 a year, 

There. is not a decent man in this country 
who dare openly advocate paying a pension to 
deserters, or to advocate a general law re- 
moving the record of desertion—which 
amounts to the same thing. 

Let the Herald fight the battle on these 
lines and it will do a great service, not only to 
the country, but to the worthy and deserving 
soldiers of the late war. 


Another Effect of McKinleyism, 

In a letter giving some information about the 
duties now imposed by Mexico upon live stock 
brought in from this country, the Mexican Minis- 
ter at Washington writes to the editor of the 
Engineering and Mining Journal as follows con- 
cerning our new duties on silver-lead ores: 

“The exclusion of our ores has so far been ad- 
vantageous to us, ause several reduction 
works are being built in Mexico for the treatment 
of the same, which used to be done in the United 
States. Such ores as cannot be worked profitably 
in Mexico will be sent to Europe for treatment, 
since the doors of the United States have 
shut to us.“
